. Indeed, by the bounty. and indul- 
gence. of Almighty God »- the true 
Diſciples of Chriſt have here their 
intervals of reſt and quietneſs, - and 
are oft-times comforted and refreſh- 
ed with. worldly peace, and the fa-

vour of Princes. But when God gives 
them this outward eaſe, it is more 
than his Goſpel promiſes. Their pro» 
feſſion, Is to be tollowers of a man of 
ſorrows, and to look for Croſles and 
Perſecutions in his ſervice; and, when 
they come, to take them up) and bear 
them patiently after him. So that it 
muſt neither be contrary to their ſpi- 
rit, nor expectations, to hear of ſuf- 
ferings ; & it ſhould never be thought 
a ſervice out of ſeaſon, -to inſtruct 
them how to bear them,..and to fur- 
niſh-them with ſuch Prayers and pro- 
per Reflexions, as may afford them. 
both direftion, and ſupport therein. 

. The firſt care in this Caſe, 1s to 
ſee that their ſufferings be for the 
Truths ſake, or for a good - Caule. 
Wirhout this, the hopes of ſufterers 
are but a Dream, and there is no- 
true ground of comfort or ſupport in 
them. If they ſuffer only for their 
own follies, or fancies, what reaſon. 
has- their bleſſed Lord to thank them, 
for being fanciful or fooliſh? Or, it 
they ſuffer for maintaining dangerous 
Errors, and for turning, out of the: 
way of. Truth and Righteouſneſs, 
A3 theſe. - 
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The- Introdudion, 


theſe are not things for him to re- 
ward, but to puniſh, ?T's only their 
ſiffering for ſome Doftrines, or Pre- 
cepts of his, that can render them his 
Martyrs or- Confeſſors: And when 
they take care to be found in that 
way, and ſuffer for hearkning unto 
him, - he will ſupport them whilſt 
they ſuffer,and afterwards make them 
ample amends for the ſame. 

But when they take care to be found 
in a Righteous Cauſe, they mult be 
careful withal to honour him, and ap- 


prove themſelves, by all the parts and, 


virtues of a Righteous and truly-Chri- 
ſtian Carriage. Their ſtudy then mult 
be, to ſhew minds advanced above all 
earthly fears and deſires, to {ſupport 
themſelves with the comforts of Re- 
ligion, & the belief of Gods Promiſes, 


to bear their Afictions for Chrift*s- 


fake with patience and thankfulnefs, 
to weary out their perſecutors fury 


with their Religious conſtancy, to- 


vanquiſh all their injuries by return- 
ing prayers and kindneſſes; and in 
all things, to evidence a ſpirit, that 


is full of love, and holy zeal; and 
bumble confidence..in God 3 but that- 
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The Introdution. 


is not either to be corrupted by the 
eaſe and comforts, or ſhocked and-bro- 
ken by the threats or loſſes of this 
world. And by theſe and ſuch like 
virtues, they will be made conform» 
able to the image of their ſuffering: 
Saviour, and perform a ſervice moſt. 
fragrant and pleaſing unto kim, and 
moſt honourable to Truth & a Righ- 
teous Cauie. For the world doth not 
afford a more glorious ſight, than to 
ſee a Chriſtian with Religious bravez- 
ry & conſtancy bearing Chriſts Croſs, 
and by magnanimity and meeknelſs; 
triumphing over all the powers of Er- 
ror ant unjuſt Violence. 

Theſe, indeed, are hard ſervices. 
But'as they have great difficulties, 
they will at laſt have glorious Re- 
wards, and at preſent haye great aſ- 
ſiſtances. The Almighty Spirit of 
God will ſupport thoſe , who ſeri- 
ouſly and Religiouſly fet themſelves 
to ſuffer Chriſtianly in his Cauſe: 
They will be ſet above themſelves, 
and -will be guarded and fortified a- 
gainſt human weakneſs, by the-powers
